Surf, Cal., July 7.—Twenty or more 
passengers aud members of the crew 
of the wrecked steam er Santa Rosa 
of 'the Pacific Coast Steamship Dine 
w’ire drowned today in the surf while 
trying to escape from that vessel, 
which stranded near Point Arguello, 
six miles south of here, before dawn. 
today. In two lifeboats today they left 
the ship, plung e into the surf and 
in a moment were floundering in the 
■waters. The lives bf some were pound 
ed out against the rocks, while oth­ 
ers sank. S veral bodies were wash­ 
ed ashore. 
At 9:30 o’clock tonight the Santa 
Rosa almost was submerged and frau 
tic efforts were being made to save 
the rest of the 200 passengers still 
on board. At that hour the govern­ 
ment wireless A ction at Point Argu­ 
e d reported o jc vessel had broken 
a midis*.} ip and that immense breakers 
were dashing over her. The ship will 
be a wreck and it seems certain that 
the number of dead will be large. 
Try to Transfer Passengers. 
The doom of the steam er was seal­ 
ed shortly after 4 o ’clock this after­ 
noon, when a rising wind stirred a 
high sea and forced the abandon­ 
m ent of the efforts to transfer the 
passengers to

Helen P. Drew had previously tried 
to float the stranded craft. Up to that 
time (there was no apprehension of 
danger among officers and crew of 
the 'Santa Rosa. It was thought she 
could be floated easily.

GETTING BEADY FOR 
PROHIBITION ELECTION 
Oklahoma City, July 
8.—That 
an 
election on the question of prohibi­ 
tion for Oklahoma, will be held be­ 
fore the first of January, 1912, was 
the declaration made Friday by O. 
W. Hauck, of Oklahoma City, gener­ 
al state m anager of the Oklahoma 
local option aasocjation. This asstoci- 
ation 
fe 
conducting 
a 
campaign 
through the state in favor of local 
option. Hr. Hauck stated that peti­ 
tions calling for a “clean, fair local 
option b ill’ will be circulated for 
signers in tire* immediate future. The 
petition must receive the signature 
of 25 per cent of the qualified voters 
of the' state, before the governor is 
empowered to call the election. 
Just what provisions the local op­ 
tion bill will contain, is not definite­ 
ly known, even by Mr. Hauck. The 
association favors local option by pro­ 
em ts or townships, in preference to 
local option by counties. 


Muskogee, Okla„ June 8.—Kid Kel­ 
ley, the “lost” prisoner, 
ever 
since 
statehood denied by both the United 
States government and the state of 
Oklahoma was yesterday tendered to 
the sheriff of 
Johnston 
county 
by 
Federal Deputy M arshal E. H. Hub­ 
bard, and accepted. 


The tender was made upon the in­ 
struction of Federal Judge Campbell 
under the same legal rulings as gov­ 
ern the tendering of a payment of a 
debt. Upon the acceptance of Kelley, 
the sheriff of Johnston county filled 
out a written receipt for the prisoner 
and gave it to Hubbard. Thus a debt 
of the law w as paid with a human 
life. 
Eight years ago under the old fed­ 
eral regime when this country was 
the Indian territory Kelley was con­ 
victed of murder and sentenced to be 
hanged. He appealed and was grant­ 
ed a new trial and again convicted 
and sentenced. 
His second trial came about the 
time of the advent of statehood. Un­ 
der the enabling act he, with all the 
other prisoners, was turned over to 
the state. The records in his case 
were lost and for eight years he has 
been held awaiting the execution of 
his sentence. 
The state supreme court washed its 
hands of his case. The other day 
Judge Campbell, determined that the 
m atter should be settled, ordered Kel­ 
ley tendered to the officials of the 
county in which toe crime was com­ 
mitted.

If they but knew it that 
road lies straight and plain before 
every retailer in the country if he 
W'ould only' open his eyes to see it.

chant, on one occasion said: ‘Ad­ 
vertising doesn’t jerk; It pulls.* It 
b gins very gently at first, but

pull is steady. 
It is likened to { a . partment stores and 
national adver- 
team pulling a heavy load. A thou-1 ti 
sand ®j>asmodic, jerky pulls will not 
budge that load, while one-half the 
force in steady effort will start and 


ideas and methods ane n cessary ta 
make success either as a personal 
salesman in your store or as a sales­ 
man in your newspaper. 
You advertise to sell your goods 
and keep your name in front of the 
people. 
It is only reasonable to sup­ 
pose that you will be better able to 
do this wit'a persistent effort than 
with spasmodic attempts.
